This
doclaration was In line with the testimony
of Captain Bhields of the South Omaha
police forea, given earller In the day, that
Fearl had sald to him on the way home
from Kansas City that sbe would rather
g0 to the penitentinry than to be sent
sEain to her mother's home.

Judge Day, In view of Pearl's declara-
tion, sald he would not send her home at
present, but would put her In the care of
Mra, Towl of the probuatipn staff, Later
he will decide just what shall be done with
the child, The complaint in the case, flled
by Captaln Hhields, alleges that Pearl s
growing up without proper parental care.

Just twenty-four women and a lot of
girls, boys and men woere present in Judge
Day's room when he began to hear testi-
mony in the case, The lttle girl, who was
found In company with an old man In &
hotel In Kansas City recently, s sroall for
her age, but Ia bright and intelligent above
the ordinary, according to the testimony
of her teachers and nelghbors whom Mrs.
Towl had stmmoned Into court The
troubla seemed to originata in the fact
that Pearl's mother Is married a second
time and there are two children of the
Jast marriage.

Pearl's Story of Grievaneces,

Fearl told the court, between sobbing
and slghing, that she wns compelled to ba
up at b o'clock every moming to get break-
fast for the boarders, that her mother
whipped her on slight provocation, and that
she was sent out to canvass for & magn-
gine in tha bad weather of last winter,
This latter fact was established by the
testimony of witheases at whose house she
had appedrel. Bhe told of one partleu-
larly bad whipping becauss she had fallad

. Elizabeth T, Hayes, principal of the achool

The platting and placing upon the market
by the Hrown Realty and Investment eom-
pany of Roulevard Park will soon mean the
disappearance, as an unoccupled tract, of
the lnnd which has been Known for many
years to the people of Omahn as the Falr
Grounds, and It & doubtful If there In, In
this section of the country, any simfilar 1q-
eality that has contributed more to the
pleasure of Omaha people and the people of
the state than this

On June 1, 1872, the Omaha Driving Park
association was organized, with John 1.
Redick, John Y. Clopper, J. P. Peck, L. C.
Richards, A. H. Barker, W, M. BHrewer,
CGoeorge Wilson, J. T. Clarke and Jamen
Btephenson as shareholders, and the forty
neres comprising the Falr Grounds were ne-

quired. The first oMeers were Willlam M.
Brewer, prealdent; John T. Clarke, s vico
president; L. C. Richards, treasurer, and

George Wllson, secretary. The last oficers
of the association wera J. J. Brown, presi.
dent and treasurer, and Charles H. Hrown,
secrotary, the interests of the other share-
holders’ having been acquired by J. J
Brown, Charles H. Hrown and John D.
Crelghton. At varlous times, In addition
to thoss mentioned above, there were Inter-
eated In the amsoclation Christian Hartman,
W. A. Paxton, George Canfield, Ben B
Wood, I, T. Mount, W. A. Bharp and oth-
ers. In the early days the State Falr, and
almo the Douglas County Falr, weére heold
there, and among the spectaclea on n large
scale provided for the benefit of the clu-
zens was the "Slege of SBebastopol.'. The
Omaha Driving club held Ita meotings there
and the half-mjle race courss, which was
in ‘existence untll within a few years past,
was conmdered one of the best In this part
of the country. Among the noted horses
which raced there wera'J. 1. €., Maud 8
and Rarus Bleycle races amd exhibitions
by Australians of thelr skill In throwing
the boomerang, and other attractions,
brought many apectators. The grounds
were well supplied with a filne grandstand
and other sultable bulldings, until the tract
was needed for the Transmississippl expe-
sition, when they were demollshed to make
room for the Midway, which extended east
and west almost on the llne of Lalrd street
from the Twentieth Btreet boulevard to
Bherman avenue. Bhooting the Chutes;, the
Bee-Baw and the nightly exhibit of fire-
works were located hare, and after the con-
certs the crowds at the exposition mnade
thelr way to this apot to witness the fun
and amusementa that were here provided.
This tract was also Included In the Greater
Amerioan Exposition, and since then hns
remained unused. The march of progress
having caused the owners to place it upon
the market, t{rees have been set out and
the convenlences of city water and sewer
will be provided, ffr which there will be
no tax for the lot .owners to pay, Bsing
located with the Twentleth Streat boulevard
on the one side and the Sherman avenus
cars on the other, it Is safe to say that it
will not be long befors (t'ls dotted over
with attractive homes as the land is ad-
mirably located and has been withheld
from the market, while Improvements have
gone up around it and beyond [t

The pnssing of the Falr Grounds add
another to the long list of locally historical
spots that have, during the past few years,
disappeared, and before long the Old Falr
Grounds will be but & memory in the minds
of the oldest Inhabltants.

Foderal Body Plans to Take Up the

Investigation Monday.

FIFTY SUBPOENAS ARE NOW SENT OUT

Annlistnnt Genernl Dareh is
Here to Assist Judge Baxter
in the Conduct of the
Inguiry.

Evidence Ia in sight to indicate that the
federal grund Jury now in session in this
clty Mondey will become the storm center
of the DBeet trust investigatlons This
Atatement s borne out from the faot that
Afty-five wilnesses cdnnected with the beet
and general packing industries have been
subpoenned before the grand Jury to tell
whiat they know about the matter, The
last of these subpoenas were served Friday
night upon the cattle salesmen of the vari-
ous Bouth Omahs and Omaha commission
houses,

The presence of Judge Burch of Wash-
Ington, assistant attorney genernl of the
United States, In conference with Idstrict
Attorney Baxter Friday nand BSaturday
morning, glves additional eredence to the
material Importance of the Investigations
to be undertaken before the grand jury
next week. Judge Burch departed for
Denver Baturday aftéerncon.

Directions were recelved here about the
middle of April from the Department of
Justice to Issue subpoenas for all of the
cattle and hog buyers ¢of the blg packing
houmes ot 8South Omaha to appear before
the grand jury on May § and during the
present week additional nstructions were
recelvid to subpoena all of the cattie snles-
men for the various commission houses In
South Omoha and Omahs, numbering forty
or more. The entire force of the United
Stales marshal's office was pressed into
serviee to serve these subjoenas and the
service was completed on all of them Fri-
day night. The names of those summoned
will not be divulged by the officiala for

March twenty-slx men. making a total for
the quarter of 118 men Omaha ranked
such citles as Philadelphia, Clnelnnatl
Cleveland, Columbus, New Orleans, Buf-
falo, Duluth, Memphls and Baltimore

The recrults were lnrgely for the artll-
lery and Infantry branches of the service
and are almost Invariably sent to Colum-
bus, O, barracke. There have beon a
conslderable number of re-anlistments and
during the month of April there were no
desertions from the reerults Enthered at
this station,

The average age of the recrulta enlisted
here Is 28 years. There are many appll-
cants for enlistment who are of the minl-
mum age of 15, but n greater proportion of
thewe have to be rejected hecnuse of thelr
Inability to produes the conment of parents
or guardians, The general character of
the reorults Is reputable, and many of them
have some means about them when apply-
Ing for enlistment. The average both In
physical, moral and Intellectunl qualifica-
tlons Is much superior to the applicants in
past years, and owing to the rigid require-
ments in these lines the morale of the ap-
plicants I= higher than ever before in the
history of army recrulting here at Omaha.
